Springfield, 111., May 4.— It is stat- 


ed authoritatively the governor will 
not send troops to Ohicago unless re- 
quested by Mayor Dunne or Sher- 
iff Barrett. 


"Will Appeal for Troops. 


"The executive committee is unan- 


imous in the belief that an appeal to 
arms is absolutely imperative for the 
'protection of business and property in- 
terests," said one of the merchants 
as he left the club. "The legal pro- 
cess of making this appeal for troops 
will bo taken up by our council." 


• Teamsters Offer Settlement. 
The teamsters' union offered to sur- 


render on conditional terms. Through 
a friendly committee, the union load- 
ers made a proposition of settlement 
to the' employers whereby the latter 
should agree to take1 back individu- 
ally as many strikers are are needed 
to man the wagons still out of serv- 
ice. 
The employers "turned down" 


the proposition, but negotiations have 
not been definitely declared oft.

Riot on the West Side. 


Rioting centered Wednesday night, 


on the west side in the neighborhood 
of the river. Wagons making retail 
deliveries for State street department 
stores were the object 
of attack. 


One delivery wagon belonging to Car- 
son', Pirie, Scott £' Co was sei/.ed by 
a mob, Its horses cut loose and the 
wagon dumped into a clay hole. A ne- 
gro driver of another wagon, making 
deliveries for the Fair, was beaten 
into unconsciousness. 
Among other 


weapons used on him were three 
shovels, which were broken over his 
head. 


The night rioting began at sundown. 


The Fair store wagon which had been 
used In retail deliveries on the west 
side was proceeding in Harrison street 
to the store's barns, under escort of 
Policemen Tom Sharkey and James j 
Roily. A drunken man, picking up ai 
brick, followed the wagon, cursed the j 
driver and then threw the brick. 


At this a crowd joined in the attack 


and rained bricks, stones and bottles I 
for a few minutes. 
, 


Crowd Attacks Coal Wagons. 


Of'the downtown rioting, one of the 


most serious disturbances occurred'a | 
few minutes after noon in front of the j 
United States Express building, 87 
Washington street. This riot was the 
culmination of a series of disturbances 
accompanying tire delivery of five 
loads of coal at the Great'Northern 
hotel and the return of the empty 
wagons to the Edwin F. Daniels Coal 
company's yards at the foot of South 
Water street. 


As the five wagons, driven by non- 


union teamsters turned into Washing- 
ton street from Dearborn and started 
west, the crowd following them was 
supplemented by -union sympathizers, 
who came running from all directions. 
When the caravan was 
directly in j 


front of the Express company's build- 
ing a lump of coal was thrown at one 
of the colored drivers. 
This started 


the riot. 
Coal, brickbats, and sticks 


were, thrown at the wagons from all 
slides. 


Disturbances at Fair Store. 


This riot was the outgrowth of. a 


disturbance which began 
at 1.0:30 


o'clock in the alley in the rear of the 
Fair store. 
Seven 
wagons loaded 


with coal from the Daniels company 
had been driven into the alley. 
The 


crowd thronged into the alley after 
them and several lumps of coal were 
taken from the wagons and thrown' at 
the colored teamsters. 
John Bren- 


nan, 
one of the nonunion colored 


teamsters, drew a revolver and fired 
two shots into the crowd. The bullets 
went wild and none were 
injured. 


|_Bronnan was arrested and taken to the 


Harrison street police sta'Jon. 


Policemen mounted the wagons and 


took knives, revolvers and blackjacks 
from the teamsters. 
Two of the wag- 


ons tvere unloaded at the Fair and .the 
others were taken 'to the Great North- 
eo hotel an.d the Union Leagu_e club.

In the afternoon In the 
neighborhood of the old house once 
occupied by the Polish patriot Kilin- 
ski, a prominent figure In the revolu- 
tion of 1794, and. attempted to start 
a demonstration, but, they were dis- 
persed1 by Cossacks, who freely used 
their, whips. 


Thirty corpses of victims of Mon- 


day's shooting were removed in five 
vans at 3 o'clock Wednesday morn- 
ing from the police station to Brudno j 
cemetery. 
Police and soldiers closed ! 


the. streets around the station to pre- 
vent a hostile demonstration and ar- 
rested several loiterers. 


Day of General Mourning, 


The committee of the Social Dem- 


ocratic party of Poland and Lithuania 
Issued a manifesto urging everybody 
to observe Thursday as a day of genT 
eral mourning, because the police did 
not perm't the bodies of those killed 
in the disturbances of May 1 to'be 
burled with proper ceremonies. 


The manifesto declares that busi- 


ness and traffic must cease and that 
all shops, offices and restaurants must 
b« closed.

Murder and Riot in Lodz. 


Lodz, May 4.—Four men Wednes- 


day morning: shot and killed a police 
sergeant and" severely wounded a de- 
tective who tried to arrest them. Se- 
rious riots occurred In the streets dur- 
ing the night. The military fired on, 
a. crowd, killing four persons 
and 


wounding several others. 


Easter Monday Riots. 


St. Petersburg, May 4.—Reports of 


disturbances In various places of Eu- 
ropean Russia during Easter Monday 
are coming in. 
The gravest occur- 


rence was at Mflitopol. where a.mob 


for several hou'fs held high" carnival 
and burned a portion of the town. 


At Nijni Novgorod a regular battle 


occurred between soldiers and the 
crowds in Mllllonaia street. The sol- 
diers fired, killing one person and 
wounding many. 


Expect Political Liberty Soon.. 


After three days' holiday the news- 


papers, except the extreme radical 
organs, which never find anything to 
commend In the actions of the auto- 
cracy, are filled with praise at the 
grant of freedom of religion, gener- 
ally expressing the opinion that lib- 
erty of conscience must be the pre- 
curser of political liberty.

May Cut Off Russian*. 


Paris, May 4.—A telegram to the 


Temps from St. Petersburg says that 
dispatches received

Russian channels confirm the report 
that the Russian cruisers stationed at 
Vladivostok have left that port. Mili- 
tary circles at St. Petersburg, it is 
added, expect General Oyama will 
"hasten the investment of Vladivostok 
for the purpose of cutting off Admiral 
Rojestvensky's squadron • from 
the 


Russian naval base.. The officials do 
not expect a junction of the Russian 
warships before May .9, as Admiral 
N&bogatoff must take on coal before 
proceeding' to the island of Hainan. 


Jape Are Wide Aw«ke. 


Notwithstanding denials, it appears 


that the Japanese officials are care- 
fully observing the continued presence 
of vessels of Admiral Rojestvensky's 
squadron off the 1-ndo-Cblna coast and 
are seeking 
information from the 


French authorities concerning the na- 
ture and duration of their stay. The 
members of the legation have ad- 
dressed several inquiries to the for- 
eign office, asking particularly wheth- 
er the ships were Inside French wa- 
ters. The reply given was that all the 
vessels of the Russian squadron had 
left French waters..

The tobacco industry Hn Wisconsin 


is of more importance, than 
many 


people suppose'and Rock county is 


r so largely in the belt that the crop 


means much.to the farmer, as well as 
do thfc business Interests of the coun- 
ty. 
While It. is-true that the beet 


sugar industry has had a tendency to 
reduce the average in some sections, 
it is also 'true that the successful to- 
bacco grower'continues to raise.the 
crop. 
The Agricultural 
Experiment 


Station has recently issued a bulletin 
which contains .some facts 
brought 


out by E, P. Sandsten that are worth 
considering. He says: 


"Wisconsin is one of the leading to- 


bacco growing states in the Union 
The total value of the crop is esti- 
mated at 
over 
$-1.000,000 annually 


Wisconsin tobacco. Is used mainly foi 
binders and is recognized in the trade 
as the best grown for this purpose 
A large portion of the crop is annu- 
ally iexported and the demand is un- 
doubtedly on the increase. The burn 
ing quality of Wisconsin tobacco is 
never questioned, it burns freely and 
uniformly, leaving a light grey per 
sistem ash. 
The 
industry is one of 


great importance to the state and has 
developed slowly and steadfastly for 
the last fifty years without any aid 
from 
the 
state 
treasury. . While 


great progress has been made by the 
individual 
grower 
in producing 


high grade tobacco, there remain \m 
solved a number of problems whicl 
vitally ..concern the future -of tobac 
co growing in the state. At the las 
session of the legislature, a bill was 
introduced providing for 
the annua 


appropriation of $5,000 to be expend 
ed under the direction of the Agricul 
tural Experiment Station of the State

The Noble bill has 


been diluted, the present substitute 
only referring to such medicines as 
are' composed of 
poisonous 
Ingred- 


ents, narcotics or alcoholic mixtures, 
Hit even in this form It is meeting 
vlth strenuous opposition. Foremost 
among the objectors are the publish- 
ers of newspapers, who declare that 
such/a law would not result in hav- 
ng manufacturers of patent 
medi- 


cines label their goods 
and 
"give 


iway" their formulae, but would sim- 
)ly drive these manufacturers from 
_he Wisconsin market and would re-' 
suit in cutting off valuable lines of 
dvertislng. 
While the backers of the 
amend- 


ment to extend the labeling require- 
ment to physicians' precTiptions are 
cnown to be'among the opponents of 
his proposed legislation, they declare 
hat they are acting in good faith. It 
s scarcely to.be doubted that the 
purpose of the proposed amendment 
s to kill the bill, but much reason Is 
resented in its behalf. 
The friends

"This bill is entitled 'a bill-to pro- 


ect the people' and if such 'protec- 
ion is' needed, and doubtless it is, 
ve ought to have general protection 
ind not such as will work a hardship 
o certain interests and work-in fva- 
r of. others.

WHOOPING COUGH. 


Recently I have had a number of 


requests from mothers for the home, 
treatment of. 
whooping cough and 


chickc-upo.x, and. although neither of 
them are considered very dangerous 
or serious diseases, yet it Is • always 
wise to have at hand a safe and thor- 
ough home treatment for the cure of 
such cases. 
. \\iioopj'ng cough is an infectious, 
contagious, practically self-limited dis- 
ease, peculiar to children, and usually 
occurring epidemically, although Iso- 
lated cases are not infrequent, and 
one attack rendering the subject prac- 
tically immune against the subsequent 
contagion. 
It is divided into three 


quite distinct stages. The time recruired 
for the development of the disease 
after exposure varies in different cases 
from 48 hours to eight weeks. While 
the disease Is not particularly danger- 
ous within itself, yet serious complica- 
tions 
invariably 
follow 
improper 


treatment. 


• The first stage of the disease is 
largely catarrhal, the onset being very 
similar to that ol! a common cold, and 
lasting from one to live weeks. There 
is sneezing, watery eyes, slight fever, 
headache, indisposition, slight chilli-' 
ness and constant distressing cough- 
ing. 


The second stage ia what is known 


as the paroxysmal 
stage. 
It is ex- 


tremely distressing to the subject, and 
frightening 
to unhiated 
attendants. 


Severe paroxysms are preceded by a 
peculiar sensation in the 'throat and 
.chest, thus giving warning of an ap- 
proaching attack. During these severe 
spells the air. is. all expelled from the 
lungs by several 
rapid and violent 


expiratory acts, followed by a rush of 
air to. the lungs, characterized by a 
peculiar whoop: This procedure pro-1 


duceS; weakness, and the child grasps 
some handy object to support itself. 
The veins of the neck dilate, the heart 
pounds away .terrifically, the eyeballs 
bulge-out, and the face turns purple, 
the forehead is covered with profuse 
perspiration, and suffocation seems Im- 
minent. The paroxysm usually lasU 
about three minutes, when it suddenly 
disappears'. It is followed by the ex- 
pectoration of mucous, and possibly 
by the vomiting of the contents of the 
stomach. The involuntary evacuation 
of the bladder or bowels, or both, is 
also frequently a feature. This stage 
generally lasts about ten days. 


The third stage is practically merely 


the convalescence. It is a very critical 
period, because the subject is usually 
too active, persists In overeating and 
is liable to expose himself. This must 
be strenuously avoided.- 


Tho first stage of the disease is tlifi 


proper.time to apply treatment. The 
child should be kept well clothed, and 
especial, care should be exorcised to 
keep the feet warm and dry. 


But where Home Health club princi- 


ples are employed there need never bo 
any second stage. 
Put the child to 


bed 'and apply dry heat to the feet, 
and give tho patient a diluted acetic 
acid Ijath, and follow with an injunc- 
tion of olive or almond oil. Then give 
the child a cup of hot ginger tea or a 
five-grain, (as much as you can hold 
on the point of -a knife) dose of cap- 
sicum (cayenne pepper). This will gen- 
erally be sufficient to break up the" dis- 
ease and prevent the Impending at- 
tack. 


After the second stage is reached, 


all that can be done Is to take the 
best care 
of 
the patient, and thus 


avoid any 
complications, and 
••' also 


shorten tho duration of the disease. 
Protect the child from draughts and 
dampness, ^ud supply it with a plain, 
nutritious diet. Bo very careful during 
the third stage to keep the child from 
overeating and exposure. 


red or large blotches' with pci-forate'd 
sticking plaster. 


The patient should be given a bath 


in warm diluted acetic acid, and then 
rubbed with olive oil. Keep the feet 
warm and dry, and keep the room well 
ventilated. Supply a diet of light, plain 
food. 


In the'' course of four or five days 


the patient will be all right again. Care 
should be taken to prevent-a relapse, 
however. • .

greatest trouble, is that there are fre- 
quently mistakes made in the diag- 
nosis, chlck'cnpox being called small- 
pox, and vico versa. Thus a patient 
who has chlckenpox Is scared to death 
by being told he has smallpox, and 
another, w-ho really has the smallpox, 
is allowed to die in> blissful Ignor- 
ance, thinking he merely has chicken- 
pox. 
In tho one case a whole com- 


munity is thrown into a panic and 
quarantined for no cause, and in the 
other the dread disease of smallpox is 
allowed to work Its awful havoc un- 
molested. 


I can see no reason at all for such 


blundering in the matter of diagnosis, 
for the two diseases are easily distin- 
guished. They a're both characterized 
by ex'anthema, but the eruptions are 
not at all alike. 
.^ 


Chickenpox is a contagious disease, 


which appears about five days after 
exposure; There may be. slight febrile 
reaction and corresponding quickening 
of the pulsations; probably a slight 
headache, indisposition, lack of appe- 
tite, and perhaps a furred tongue, ac- 
companied by .slight nausea. 


The 
eruptions which 
characterize 


chickenpox 
arc most 
generally the 


first indications of the disease. 
These 


are tiny round red pimples, which ap- 
pear on the forehead and face first, 
then over the other portions of the 
body. 
The 
next day 
they become 


filled with a white, milky fluid, and 
look like any white blister. They are 
never yellow nor indented, as are the 
exanthema of smallpox. They are very 
annoying, 
and 
the 
temptation 
to 


scratch them is almost irresistible. 
If 


they are scratched, however, they are 
liable 
to become 
angry and leave 


scars. Proper steps should be taken
